Easy to Spoil Vote De. 
clares Chief Electoral 
Officer 


In the 1930 general election 839 
Edmonton citizens disenfranchised 
themselves by not marking their 
ballots correctly. The 1935 general 
election will be held on Thursday 
next and John D. Hunt, chief elec- 


| toral officer has formulated a se- 


ries of suggestions, which are de- 
signed to aesist the elector in cor- 
rectly marking ballots 


“On receiving his blank ballot.” 
said Mr. Hunt, “the voter should 
go into the booth and mark it with 
the pencil supplied. He should not 
use indelible pencil or fountain pen. 
He should mark opposite the names 
of the candidates his choice, using 
the figures 1, 2, 3, and making as 
many choices as there are candi- 
dates 


“He should not make any mark 
on the ballot except the simple fig- 
ures 
BE CAREFUL 


“Words, letters, brackets, quota. 
tion marks, punctuation marks, un- 
der-scoring, over-scoring or marks 
of any kind are liable to cause the 
ballot to be thrown out. If a voter 
happens to make some mark on 
the ballot that would spoil it, he 
should return the ballot to the de- 
puty returning officer and get an- 
other.” 

Explaining the system by which 
ballots are counted, Mr. Hunt stated 
that as soon as the poll closes, de- 
puty returning officers should clear 
the room of all but those officially 
entitled to remain. On opening the 
ballot box he should place the first 
choice ballots for each candidate in 
a separate pile. Where there are a 
large number of ballots it is ad- 
visable to use a rubber band around 
each 50. Candidates and scrutineers 


| may look at a ballot but none may 


be allowed to handle it except the 
He then counts 
up the number of first choices only. 
He should pay no attention to se- 
cond choices or to make any memo 
of the number of same. Upon the 
completion of the statements re- 


| quired by the Act the ballot box 


should be locked up, sealed and sent

well to heed it if he or she wishes to save his or her ballot. 

“In exercising your franchise under the proportional 
representation system of voting in the cities where six mem- 
| bers are to be elected, it is important to keep in mind the 
simple principle of this voting system, namely, that the 
| elector is entitled to only one vote, no matter how many 
members are to be elected in the constituency,” said one ex- 
pert today after giving the matter careful consideration. 

“Keeping this fact in mind it is important that the 
voter exhausts his or her entire choice on the Edmonton 
city ballot by marking it 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11-12-13-14- 
15-16-17-18-19-20-21-22-23-24-25-26-27, the entire list of 
candidates in the order of preference. 

“By doing this the voter is simply instructing the Re- 
turning Officer how to cast his vote should the favorite can- 
didate of the elector be eliminated or if he has a surplus of 
votes over the quota and your ballot happens to be among 
the surplus ballots. 


Do Not Ignore It 


“If you ignore this method of voting and your favorite 
candidate is eliminated you might just as well have not 
voted, as your ballot immediately ceases to function. There- 
in lies the danger of “plumping”. 

“In the rural constituencies, where there is only one 
member to be elected and the Single Transferable vote sys- 
tem is used the same principles apply. Vote for your 
favorite first and your next favorites after. 

“But be sure to exhaust your ballot. Place the can- 
didates in the order of your preference and leave the rest 
to the Returning Officer, who has definite instructions 
under the Election Act as to how to count the vote. The 
voter does not need to understand the complicated count- 
ing method. All he needs to understand is how to vote for 
his preferences, and the above is the method that should 
be used. Exhaust your ballot, giving your favorite candi- 
date first choice, and the others in their order of pref- 
erence.” 


Here's how it works out in the city of Edmonton, where 
six candidates are to be elected at large. 

Remember, every voter has a single vote in a district 
electing several members and every voter has a chance to 
express alternative choices. His vote is not wasted on a 
candidate who does not need it or cannot use it. It might be 
his first choice or his sixth or fifteenth choice which will 
score a “bull’s eye,” but if he “plumps’” his vote he must 
make a direct hit in order to score. Even then it might be- 
come useless should it be one of those used in counting sur- 
plus votes because it was not needed in the main count, the 
candidate of his choice having too many votes 


How System Works 

| The quota necessary to elect a member is arrived at by 
dividing the total number of valid votes cast by one more 
\than the number of members to be elected, and taking the 
whole number next larger than the resulting quotient. 

For instance insthe coming election should the number 
of votes cast be 30,000 then the quota required for a mem- 
ber to be elected is 4,286 votes. 

Should a candidate receive 5000 first choices, these 5000 
are taken and the returning officer ascertains how many 
second choices are marked for each of the other candidates. 
They give each of these candidates the same proportion of 
| the surplus as his second choices bear to the 5000. 

The next procedure is to eliminate the candidate re- 
| ceiving the smallest number of first choices. The ballots of 
the candidate so eliminated will then have their second 
| choices counted and placed to the credit of the candidate so 


As soon as a ballot “clicks’’ it becomes dead. It cannot 
help to elect more than one candidate. 


Must All Receive Quota 


The same procedure proceeds until there are six can- 
|didates elected. They must all receive the “quota” 
Now the question arises which of the voter's choices 
will score a “bull’s eye’? It might be his first choice—or 
| his twentieth choice. His ballot remains alive until he hits 
| the target PROVIDING he has used HIS privilege of mark- 
ing a number opposite each name on the ballot paper. 

It is very simple. It only means that you mark num- 
ber 1 for the man of your choice and the highest number 


by your assistance. 

If you “plump” your ballot and don't score a direct hit— 
then you sit on the side lines and watch the other fellows 
|have the fun of electing six candidates. You have NOT 
used your full power—you wasted it 


Exhaust Your Ballot 

So remember there is only one thing to do. EXHAUST 
YOUR BALLOT. Vote for the candidate of your first 
choice, and then go right down the line, giving your highest 
|numbers to the candidates you are determined shall NOT 
be elected.

“At the annual conference of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, in Glasgow, Dr. A. J. 
M. Smith, who is in charge of the Low Tem- 
perature Research Station at Cambridge, 
read an interesting paper on “Transport of 
Food by Sea.” He said that about 50,000,000 
tons of foodstuffs were conveyed every year 
from country to country, and the great bulk 
was carried by sea. Wheat accounted for 
more than a quarter of the total, cereals as a 
whole for well over one-half, and sugar for 
one-fifth. The world trade in meat—about 
2,000,000 tons—was rather smaller than the 
world trade in tea, coffee and cocoa. Over 
one-half of the people of the earth ate very 
little meat; butter, cheese and eggs account- 
ed for 1,000,000 tons, and fruits for perhaps 
6,000,000 tons. Bananas were more than 
twice as important as beef 


“The share of Great Britain in this world 
trade was quite unique. She received more 
than a quarter of the cereals, more than half 
of the dairy produce, two thirds of the beef, 
and practically the whole of the mutton and 
pork. In terms of her own food supply she 
imported 80 per cent of the wheat she 
needed, over 50 per cent of the beef and 
mutton, 65 per cent of the pig meat, nearly 
50 per cent of the eggs, 80 per cent of the 
cheese, 90 per cent of the butter, 75 per 
cent of the apples, and all the oranges 
and bananas 
“In terms of single chemical substances 

two largest imports were starch and 
water, which accounted for about 3,000,000 
tons, excluding the starch of animal feeding 


stuffs and the water imported as wines, 
beers and spirits. Water levied a sort of 


freight tax almost universally on all foods 
ruits and vegetables accounted for nearly 
one-third of it, but meat was not far behind 
The loss might be inevitable, but it was in- 
teresting to note that Nature showed more 
skill and economy than man in the revers- 
ible dehydration, not only of food materials 
but of whole organisms. In Nature the re- 
moval of water was the characteristic means 
of preservation and survival. Was it per- 
haps a permissible ociation of ideas— 


it was certainly

no more—to point to this 
resourcefulness of Nature in contrast to the 
primitive wastefulness of mar 
port of so much of his food at high water 
contents?”

These facts should quiet once and for all the 
foolish talk about Britain raising her own food- 
stuffs. The foods of greatest importance cannot 
be raised in Britain at all, and were the ener- 
gies of the British diverted from manufactures 
and commerce to agriculture, the British Isles 
could only maintain a population of something 
under ten million in comparative poverty. For 
a proof of this statement just consider what has

Claimant Under Act Should 
Have Final Right of

“Administration of the Work- 
men's Compensation Act should 
be divided into two branches, one 
to look after the collection of 


levies and the investment of these 

funds and the other branch to ad- 
minister the claims of those com- 
ing within the act, Claims should 
be decided on the merits of the 
case by persons who are not con- 
cerned with the investment side 
of the work and are thereby not 
prejudiced against giving an ap- 
plicant all to which he is entitied,” 
stated Jack Marshall, Liberal can- 
didate, speaking over the radio on 

Friday night. 

In addition, any claimant 
the Workmen's Compensation Act 
should have a final right of appeal 
from the board's ruling in case he 
wishes to exercise it, This right of 
appeal would obviate the difficulty 
of any particular board being ar- 
bitrary. In case of an appeal to the 
Medical Referee board, any 
ant should have the right to have 
his own family doctor sit with the 


medical tribunal, contended Mr 
Marshall. 

STRICTER SUPERVISION 

With reference to the mines 


branch it is obvious that a stricter 
supervision must be maintained by 
the mine inspectors on operating 
mines, he said. In a province where 
coal is so abundant, men work ng 
in this industry should not be re- 
quired to take undue risks and 
every mine should be forced to live 
up to a standard of conditions 
under which miners will have rea- 
sonable protection.

“This social legislation has been 
a benefit in many cases but the 
provisions of the act are now in- 
adequate under the present adverse 
economic conditions,” he said. “A 
mother should not be forced on the 
labor market and away from her 
parental duties when the daughters 
have reached fifteen and the sons 
sixteen years of age

mother’s counsel is even more 
necessary than in their younger 


years, as at fifteen or sixteen chil-
